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HIGHER IMPORTS INTO UNITED KINGDOM 
IN JANUARY 


MPORTS INTO the United Kingdom, which are often high 

in January, were valued last month at {290-1 million, the highest 

total since May 1952, and 10 per cent. above the average for the 
second half of 1952. United Kingdom exports totalled £217-7 
million, rather more than the rate for the fourth quarter of 1952. 
With re-exports at {10-0 million, the excess of imports,* valued 
c.i.f. over exports and re-exports, valued f.o.b., in January increased 
to £623 million. 

These total figures are affected, particularly on the export side, 
by the changed basis of valuation of parcel post referred to below ; 
by the fact that January contained 27 working days instead of the 
standard 26 ; and possibly by the after effects of the Christmas and 
New Year holidays. Each of these factors would tend to make the 
January figures higher and no reliable adjustment can be made to 
bring them on to a basis exactly comparable with the figures for the 
fourth quarter. Increases of the order of 5 per cent. between 
figures for January and averages for the previous quarter are 
probably not significant. 

Details of the area pattern of United Kingdom trade in January 
are not yet available, but estimates have been made, for imports and 
exports, of the Sterling and Non-Sterling components. Imports 
from all countries in January increased by £27 million compared 
with the average in the second half of last year ; this figure was made 


* All figures are for imports and exports as recorded in the Trade 
Accounts. They differ from the figures entering into our Balance of Pay- 
ments account mainly because recorded imports (valued c.i.f.) include 
insurance and freight paid to United Kingdom residents ; there are also 
significant differences of timing and of coverage between the two sets of 
figures. ‘The excess of recorded imports (c.i.f.) over exports is not therefore 
the visible trade deficit shown in the Balance of Payments. 





up of an increase of £6 million in imports from Non-Sterling 
countries and an increase of £21 million from Sterling countries. 
The small increase in the export total for January compared with 
the fourth quarter average was wholly in trade with the Sterling area. 

The increase in exports last month over the fourth quarter of 1952 
was less than the corresponding increases in January in the two 
previous years. This small increase in exports does, however, 
suggest that the improvement which was evident in the fourth 
quarter was maintained in January and this applies to each of the 
broad categories of manufactured goods. The continuation in the 
recovery of textile exports, which had begun in the closing months 
of 1952, brought the January total to a level higher than the average 
of the previous quarter. Within this category most of the increase 
was in exports of wool goods, which at {11-9 million improved by 
12 per cent.: exports of cotton goods ({£11-7 million) were well 
maintained and only the apparel group showed a decline. ‘The 
high rate of export of metals, both ferrous and non-ferrous, which 
was reached in the fourth quarter continued last month and 
engineering products, particularly machinery, also continued to do 
well. The downward movement in exports of vehicles which was 
shown at the end of 1952 was checked in January, and reversed in 
the case of passenger cars. Among the other manufactures exports 
of refined petroleum reached a value of almost £6 million, higher 
than in any previous month, and accounted for nearly all the 
improvement shown in this category. 

Exports of raw materials showed an increase in total, at {11-2 
million, of just over {1 million compared with the fourth quarter 
of 1952, most of the increase being due to bigger coal exports 
which were {5-6 million in January compared with an average of 
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£5-0 million in the previous quarter, and to exports of raw and waste 
wool and woollen rags, which were £2°6 million compared with

£2-1 million. Exports of food, drink and tobacco, at £11:9 million, 
were 13 per cent. lower than the average for the fourth quarter. 
Grain and flour exports were seasonally low, and there was a 
substantial reduction in exports of miscellaneous foods, mainly 
attributable to very small shipments of refined sugar. 

The high level of imports was due to increased supplies of food, 
drink and tobacco, and raw materials, which were respectively 
13 per cent. and 19 per cent. above the monthly rate of the previous 
six months. More than half of the increase in food, drink and

tobacco was for dairy produce, imports of which totalled £18-6 
million compared with a rate of £11-°5 million in the second half of 
1952 and £15-3 million in January 1952 ; this total included larger 
supplies of cheese and eggs. A big increase was also recorded in 
imports of fresh fruit and vegetables the value of which, at £9-4 
million, was nearly two-thirds greater than the average in the second 
half of 1952 ; large consignments of oranges accounted for much of 
this increase. Imports of beverages and cocoa preparations, {15:1 
million, were 27 per cent. higher than the latter half of last year 
because more raw cocoa and coffee arrived in January. ‘There was 
a seasonal fali in imports of tobacco from the comparatively low 
rate of £4°8 million in the previous half year to £3-0 million. 


Four-fifths of the increase in raw material imports, as compared 
with the average for the previous six months, was accounted for by 
exceptionally heavy arrivals of raw and waste wool, most of the 
increased supplies coming from Australia. Although the value of 
these consignments was considerably lower than in January 1951, 
when wool prices were very high, the weight of wool which arrived 
in January was greater than in any month since the war. This was 
because a good wool clip in the southern countries of the Common- 
wealth became available early in the season to meet the requirements 
of industry both for the rising market for wool textiles and for stock. 
The remainder of the increase in raw material imports compared with

particularly from the United States and the Argentine Republic and 
in undressed hides and skins, many of them also from the Argentine. 


Exports to North America 


United Kingdom exports to North America in January were 
provisionally {25-0 million, about the same level as in the fourth 
quarter of 1952 ({£25-1 million) but 11 per cent. above the average 
for the whole of last year ({22-6 million). In January 1952, which 
also contained 27 working days, exports to North America were only 
£19-4 million. Exports to Canada in the early part of the year tend 
to be seasonally low, but last month they amounted to £11-9 million, 
only 3 per cent. below the average of the fourth quarter and 12 per 
cent. above that for 1952 as a whole. Exports to the United States 
were also high for the season at {13-1 million, showing little change 
compared with the previous quarter. There was a_ substantial 
increase in exports of wool goods to Canada as compared with the 
fourth quarter. 


Detailed particulars of our imports, exports and re-exports in 
January were published on February 20,* and further analysis of the 
figures will be found in the form of tables in the monthly Report on 
Overseas ‘Trade for March, due to be published on or about March 16.+ 


The table on page 359 shows summary figures for imports and 
United Kingdom exports. 


Valuation of Parcel Post 


Apart from the relatively few parcels containing goods exported 
from Bond or on Drawback, all parcels sent abroad are included under 
one general heading (Class V) in the Trade Accounts, and similarly 
for imported parcels not charged to Customs Import duty. The value 
figures against this heading are arrived at by applying average values 
to the number of parcels sent. ‘The same average values have been 
used for some years, based on a sample examined before the war and 
adjusted after the war to take account of the change in the general 
level of prices. 

During 1952, a new sample survey of the value of both imports and 
exports by parcel post was carried out and revised estimates made of 
the current average values. ‘These are in general considerably higher 
than the average values previously used, and the new basis has been 
applied for the January 1953 Account. It is estimated that the value 
of exports by parcel post in Class V of the Trade Accounts for January 
1953 would be about £3 million lower if the old average values had 
been used and that the value of imported parcels would correspondingly 
be about £0-7 million lower. 


Correspondirig adjustments to the value of parcels exported in 1952 
will be made in due course. This revaluation has not yet been made, 
however, and the values of parcels imported and exported in 1952 are 
shown in the January 1953 ‘Trade Accounts on the old basis of 
valuation. In a later issue of the Trade Accounts revised figures for 
1952 will be shown.

Minor Changes in Iron and Steel 


Prices 


HE Minister of Supply, Mr. Duncan Sandys, has made two Orders 

effecting minor changes in iron and steel prices. 

The Iron and Steel Scrap (Amendment No. 1) Order 1953 (S.I. 
1953, No. 170, price 2d., by post, 3$d.) increases the controlled maxi- 
mum delivered prices of iron and steel scrap so as to allow for the 
recent rise in transport charges. The increases in scrap prices range 
‘rom 11d. to 1s. 11d. per ton (the present average price of scrap is 
about £6 per ton). 

The Iron and Steel Prices Order, 1953 (S.I. 1953, No. 169, price 
6d., by post 74d.) increases the maximum prices of a small number of 
iron and steel products which were unduly depressed in relation to 
the general price level. ‘The Order also permits some increase in the 
extra charges which may be made for the delivery of certain types of 
steel to places distant from the steelworks. The products principally 
affected by the Order are acid steel billets, tube steel, railway axles 
and certain types of pig iron. The prices of these products will be 
increased by between } per cent. and eight per cent. Apart from these 
particular products, the general level of iron and steel prices will not 
be appreciably affected. 

The Order has been made on the recommendation of the Iron and 
Steel Corporation of Great Britain. 

Being the first Iron and Steel Prices Order of the year, this Order, 
(together with its related Schedules) restates in full the provisions of 
earlier Orders and sets out the complete range of controlled iron and 
steel prices, most of which are unchanged. 

These Orders came into force on February 11.

Modern Inventions and 


New Ideas Exhibition 


N exhibition of ‘‘ Modern Inventions and New Ideas” opened at 

the Central Hall, Westminster, on Wednesday and will continue 
until February 28. About a hundred new inventions range from a 
novel potato harvester to a hexagonal chessboard. Among historic 
and proved industrial exhibits are a replica of the coil with which 
Faraday demonstrated his discovery of magneto-electric induction in 
1831; a precision instrument for timing a watch; “ the smallest 
tube in the world ” ; a magnetic sorting bridge and a portable X-ray 
unit. 

There are prototypes of new devices for the farm and dairy, electric 
and electronic instruments, cycle and motor-car accessories, building 
aids, tools and jigs, furniture, domestic equipment, and games of skill. 


Interim Index of Retail Prices 


AT January 13, 1953, the official index figure,* which measures 
changes in the average level of retail prices compared with the level 
at the base date June 17, 1947 (taken as 100) was 138, the same figure 
as at December 16, 1952, the Ministry of Labour and National 
Service announce.

‘The operation disclosed a United 
Kingdom net surplus for the month of £9,244,286 (25,884,000 units 
of account equivalent in value to the United States dollar) which 
reduces the United Kingdom’s cumulative accounting deficit with 
E.P.U. to £314,090,357. This surplus is settled as to 70 per cent. 
by the receipt of gold from the Union and as to 30 per cent. by the 
reduction of the credit previously extended to the United Kingdom 
by the Union. Accordingly, the United Kingdom has received gold 


amounting to {6,471,071 and has repaid credit amounting to 
£2,773,215

Retail Sales of Sub-Post Offices 


THE Board of Trade announce that the gross margin from the sale 
of goods by sub-post offices having minor retail sales is 18-6 per cent. 
which is below the national average of 22-2 per cent. 


In the table on page 16 of the report on the Census of Distribution, 
published on January 12, the gross margin was given as £642,000 or 
72:7 per cent. of the sales, but (as a note on page vii of the Report 
pointed out) these figures included the remuneration paid by the Post 
Office without deduction of outgoings. 


This figure was used because the sale of goods was a relatively minor 
part of the business of the 900 sub-post offices concerned, and produced 
a total gross margin of only £55,000, a figure manifestly insufficient 
either to meet the total wages bill of £167,000 or to provide any return 
for the owners. Since the main income in these businesses comes 
from the payments made by the Post Office it was thought that these 
should be included in the gross margin. 
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Display of New Furniture at 
London Exhibition 


HAT has been described as the largest and most varied display 

of furniture shown in Britain, and indeed in Europe, was seen 
by the trade on Tuesday when the British Furniture Exhibition was 
opened at Earls Court, London. It will continue until February 27, 
with public admission to-day and on the afternoons of Monday to 
Thursday next week inclusive. 

The exhibition was opened by Mr. MacAlister Bexon, President of 
the British Furniture Manufacturers Federated Associations, who 
forecast striking new developments in construction and design as 
a result of the ending of the Utility scheme. He expected widespread 
support for the British Standards Institution “* Kite Mark” scheme, 
which would give the purchaser independent assurance of sound 
construction. Mr Bexon announced that Princess Margaret was 
expected to visit the exhibition on February 25. 


Again much in evidence at the exhibition is furniture designed to 
save space and labour. Examples include an occasional table with 
folding legs, a tea trolley which can be turned into a small dining table, 
dual-purpose unit furniture, and stacking chairs. Also on view are 
items specially designed to commemorate Coronation Year. The 
successful ‘‘ marriage "’ of plastics and wood is evident in many 
exhibits. 


The value of their Technical Information Service is demonstrated 
at the Furniture Development Council’s stand, where it is reported 
that the number of firms finding this service of use to them continues 
to increase. Also on this stand furniture manufacturers are able to 
register for the ‘Technical Bulletin, which it is now the policy of the 
Council to provide free of charge to those firms who desire it. Some 
of the work done by the Research Department of the Council can be 
seen. During 1952 this was largely concentrated on the develop- 
ment of performance tests, but there has also been some basic 
research, including measurement of roughness of surfaces and tests 
on the withdrawal strength of dowels. 


Latest Products 


Nearly 300 firms are showing their latest products. One manu- 
facturer offers a kitchen cabinet which does the wiping-up ; it has 
specially-built racks over which clean air is passed to dry the dishes. 
Also useful in the kitchen is a sturdy collapsible table, with a plastic 
top in varying pastel shades—and no sharp corners to knock against. 
A Liverpool exhibitor is showing kitchen furniture with an oak finish 
which enables it to take its place in the dining room, if desired. 
Among these exhibits is a kitchen cabinet with plenty cf cupboard 
room and a door which works on the roller-top desk system. 


On another stand is a bureau with its own strip light, making the 
user independent of the general lighting in the room. Slight projec- 
tions at either side of the lid of the bureau make for easy opening and 
provide pen and pencil racks when the desk is open. An Edmonton 
manufacturer is exhibiting tables which are light and delicate in 
design but sturdy enough to carry a television set, while on another 
stand is an occasional table holding two trays fitted with folding legs 
so that they too can be used as small tables. Said by its London 
manufacturers to be ideal for the small room is a sturdy upholstered 
pouffe measuring only 18 inches square, which can be taken apart to 
provide five stools and a coffee table. Another London firm shows 
a chair, which, without any effort or adjustment, adapts itself to a 
position which provides the maximum relaxation for its occupant. 
This manufacturer is also showing a nest of three hollow cylinder 
stools which, when not in use, fit into each other. 


Many upholstered armchairs have footstools to match, and one 
firm is showing a footstool specially commemorating Coronation 
Year. It is rectangular, fringed and bears a coronet, with wt De 
below and “1953” in the opposite corner. On view at another 
stand is a sideboard in striped walnut and idiebo with a serving 
surface in plastic which is concealed under the top of the sideboard. 
Other interesting exhibits for use in the living room include a chair 
with a leg-rest and table which are entirely concealed when not in use, 
and a chair designed to give comfort to the heavyweight. A Stratford, 
London, firm is showing an upholstered chair with a rocking move- 
ment caused by the laminated bends of its wooden frame | which, 
being resilient, give under the weight of the occupant. The seat 
pivots at the forward end and the rear edge are supported by small 
tension springs to the transverse rail on the back. 
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On view at another stand is what is claimed to be the only dual- 
purpose cot-playpen which does not raise the problem of what to do 
with the bedding ; by simply removing the top it can be made into a 
playpen, leaving the cot bedding and pillows intact in position on the 
undermattress. The same firm are showing a child’s play-table, 
made with detachable legs and a reversible sliding top. One side of 
the top is enamelled in pastel shades, and the other forms a blackboard, 
while the box part of the table has room for small toys, pencils and 
writing materials. Among other playpens is one measuring a little 
over three feet, shaped to fit into the corner of a room. It can be 
fitted with a floor and feet so as to stand four feet off the ground. 


Teen-age bedroom furniture, combining space-saving and comfort, 
is being shown by a Slough manufacturer, whose exhibit consists of a 
completely new range of contemporary furniture. There is a large 
bedroom suite with a new action mirror in the wardrobe, together 
with a dressing table which has an unusual cosmetic compartment. 
On another stand, and specially designed for the small bedroom, is a 
wardrobe with a patent door-opening device which enables the 
wardrobe to be opened fully even if it is standing close to the bed.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of answers to questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament. 


THURSDAY FEBRUARY 12 


Bankruptcies 


The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
stated that in England and Wales in 1952 there were 2,043 bank- 
ruptcies, and in 1950, 1,823. 


Unemployment in Lancashire 


The President stated that while he regretted that there had been 
some increase in the number of people wholly unemployed in Lanca- 
shire since mid 1952, he was glad to say that unemployment as a whole 
in Lancashire began to decrease from that time, The number of 
people out of work—both wholly unemployed and temporarily 
stopped—was 76,000 in January, 1953, compared with 136,000 in 
May, 1952. The Government would continue to take measures, 
including those which he announced on October 29, 1952, to deal with 
the increase in the number of those wholly unemployed. 


Monopolies Commission 


Asked whether he was now in a position to state what additional 
industries he was preparing to refer for the consideration of the 
Monopolies Commission ; and whether he would refer the textile 
engineering industry for that consideration, the President replied 
“No, Sir.’”” He would bear in mind the suggestion in the second 
part of the Question. 


Joint Clothing Council Staff 


The President said he understood that on February 4, in accordance 
with a notification made on their behalf shortly before Christmas, the 
new Joint Clothing Council offered employment up to the end of 
March, 1953, at their previous salaries to all the staff of the Clothing 
Industry Development Council available to receive the offer. He 
understood also that the new council had indicated that they hoped 
to be able to offer permanent employment to the majority of the staff. 


Exports of Antique Silver 


Requested to state the value of exports of antique silver in 1938 and 
1951, respectively, the President regretted that he could not provide 
this information, since exports of antique silver were not separately 
recorded in the official trade statistics. 


Conditions on Sale of Nylons 


The President was asked if he was aware that many shopkeepers 
imposed conditions on the sale of nylon stockings and that wholesalers 
imposed similar conditions on shopkeepers ; and if he would take 
powers to regulate these conditions of sale. He replied that he was 
aware that there were such practices, but they were not necessarily 
undesirable. _In so far as they were, he was satisfied of the adequacy 
of the existing powers in Section 9 of the Goods and Services (Price 
Control) Act, 1941 which, subject to specified exceptions, made it an 
offence for a trader to impose conditions on the sale of price controlled 
goods. 


London Hotel Charges 


Asked whether, as the prices for Coronation week in some London 
hotels had risen by from 100 per cent. to 150 per cent., he would now 
introduce legislation to ensure that prices were exhibited outside hotels, 
the President replied “* No, Sir.” He did not consider that such 
legislation was desirable, nor that it would serve any useful purpose. 


Textile Production and Exports 


The President announced that by the end of 1952 production of 
textiles and clothing had increased by over 40 per cent. and exports 
by about 20 per cent., from the levels to which they had dropped 
during the recession, although exports to many markets were still 
hampered by import restrictions. While the House would welcome 
this recovery, they would all agree that it was vitally important that 
all sections of the textile industries should continue to make the 
greatest possible efforts to increase their competitive power. With 
such efforts, he was confident that, in spite of growing competition 


from other countries, we could continued to look tothe textile industries 
for a very substantial contribution to the export trade. 


North Western Industrial Estate Factory 


It was stated that 220 persons were now employed in factories on 
the North Western Industrial Estate Company’s Factory Estate at 
Huyton ; and according to the estimates made by the firms when the 
factories were allocated, this mumber was expected to increase to 
between 500 and 600. 


Volume of Exports 


The volume of United Kingdom exports was, in the third quarter 
of 1952, 14 per cent. less and, in the fourth quarter, 7 per cent. less 
than in the corresponding quarters of 1951, it was stated. 


Exports to Commonwealth 


The percentage of total United Kingdom exports which went to 
Commonwealth countries in the second-half of 1951, and the second- 
half of 1952, were 54 per cent. and 48 per cent. respectively, the 
President stated. 


Longton Industrial Estate 


Asked if he would have the Longton, Stoke-on-Trent, industrial 
estate treated on the same basis as a development area, the President 
said the statutory benefits enjoyed by development areas only applied 
to areas scheduled under the Distribution of Industry Act, 1945, and 
the situation in Stoke-on-Trent did not warrant scheduling the area 
under this Act. 


Factories in the Potteries 


The President was asked if he would in the future discourage the 
building of new factories on the sites of old potteries in the Stoke-on- 
Trent area, and encourage the building of new factories for the 
manufacture of pottery and ceramics on the Longton industrial estate 
or between the estate and the new Wedgwood factory. 

The President replied that an Industrial Development Certificate 
issued by the Board of Trade under the Town and Country Planning 
Act, 1947, was normally valid anywhere within a specified Local 
Authority area. ‘The Board did not exercise control over the precise 
location of the factory within that area. That was a matter for the 
Local Planning Authority. 


Re-manufactured Shoddy 


A member asked the President whether he was aware of the extent 
to which the structural strength of wool cloths was debased by the 
inclusion of large percentages of remanufactured shoddy ; and whether 
he would introduce legislation to ensure that the presence of shoddy 
should be made notifiable to the public, in view of the increasing use 
of remanufactured fibres in the wool industry, to the detriment of the 
consumer. 

The President replied that both recovered and virgin wools varied 
greatly in quality, and he could not accept the implication that the 
inclusion of the former in wool cloth necessarily debased its structural 
strength. 


Restrictions on Use of Nickel 


Questioned as to whether, in view of the import of substantial 
quantities of nickel from Japan without restriction, he would now relax 
the present prohibition of its use by cutlery manufacturers, the 
President said that owing to the needs of the rearmament programme 
the Government could not yet relax the restrictions on the use of 
stainless nickel steel for cutlery. ‘The use of nickel silver for cutlery 
was, of course, already permitted except for penknives. He was 
prepared to consider individual cases involving some apecial degree 
of hardship in relation to the use of nickel silver. 


Entry of Japan into G.A.T.T. 


Asked if he had any statement to make on the Government's policy 
in relation to the entry of Japan into the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade, the President said the United Kingdom's position was 
made clear at the meeting of the Contracting Parties to the General 
Agreement last autumn. It was there decided, with our approval 
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and that of the other Commonwealth Governments, with whom they 
had kept in close consultation, that detailed examination should be 
made of “the conditions and timing under which the Japanese 
application should be pursued.” An Inter-sessional Committee of the 
Contracting Parties was now meeting to consider this matter and they 
must wait to see what conditions could be arranged to safeguard our 
industries and Commonwealth trade against a revival of disruptive 
competition. 


New Pottery Factories 


The total value of building licences granted on Board of ‘Trade 
sponsorship in the years 1946-1952 was £426,650 for new domestic 
pottery factories, and £3,540,173 for modernization and extension of 
existing domestic pottery factories, it was stated. 


Distribution of Industry Staff 


No officials are engaged exclusively on work relating to the estab- 
lishment of factories in Development Areas the President stated, but 
71 officials at Headquarters, about 60 in Regional Offices whose regions 
included Development Areas, and a number in other Regions were 
engaged on the administration of distribution of industry policy,which 
included such work. He would continue to use all suitable oppor- 
tunities to encourage industrialists to establish factories in Develop- 
ment Areas. 


Industries in the Highlands 


The President stated that of the three new industries located in the 
36 Highland parishes scheduled as a development area, two of the 
firms were at Inverness and one was at Alcaig. While he regretted 
that he could not properly give figures of the numbers employed, 
since all three firms were small concerns and such figures would in 
effect disclose information about the individual firms, he could saythat 
the number of people employed was very small. In each case the 
premises were built or adapted by the company concerned. 


Imports of Aircraft Parts 


Imports of aircraft parts during 1952, excluding those imported 
under the Mutual Defence Assistance agreement with the United 
States, were valued at £10,932,000, it was stated. 


Coronation Souvenirs 


The services of my Department are available to all exporters who 
were trying to develop sales of Coronation souvenirs in overseas 
markets, the President stated. Enquiries from importers abroad for 
Coronation souvenirs had been circulated among interested exporters 
in this country. Her Majesty’s Commercial Representatives in 
foreign countries and United Kingdom Trade Commissioners in the 
Commonwealth had been kept informed of the names of firms pro- 
ducing souvenirs which had been approved by the Coronation Sou- 
venirs Committee of the Council of Industrial Design, so that they 
might answer enquiries on the spot. In the hard currency countries, 
in particular, buyers had been advised where they might obtain 
their requirements in this country. 


Companies in Liquidation 


Asked to state for each of the years from 1945 the total number of 
companies that have gone into voluntary or compulsory liquidation, 
the President gave the following information :—

Whisky for the United States 


The value of our exports of whisky to the United States in 1952 
was given as £18,481,000. 


Imports from Germany 


The President was asked why he refused to grant import licences 
for semi-manufactured goods from Western Germany which could 
not be produced in this country but which could be processed here 
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for export and home use, thus earning and saving foreign currency, 
while he permitted imports without restriction from Western Germany 
of fully manufactured goods which could be produced in this country 
and whose manufacture here would avert unemployment. 

The President replied that he understood that the semi-manufac- 
tured goods which the questioner had in mind were Agatine Rings for 
fishing rods and that the manufactured goods were cutlery. Agatine 
Rings from Western Germany were admissible under the quota for 
sports goods and parts. Cutlery from Western Germany was 
admissible under a similar quota for cutlery. Import licences under 
both of these quotas were issued to importers on the basis of their past 
trade. He was re-examining the licence application for fishing rod 
rings, which the questioner had mentioned to him, in the light of the 


possibilities of re-export, and would write to him about it as soon as 
he could. 


Fall in Prices of Textiles 


Asked to give te approximate average fall in the price of textiles 
since price controls were abolished, the President said no single price 
index for textiles as a whole was available but there had been a steady 
fall in prices since the summer of 1951. Latest available figures for 
clothing showed that retail prices had fallen by about 4} per cent. 
since the price control of Utility textiles was ended in March, 1952. 
Manufacturers’ prices of clothing had fallen by about 9 per cent. since 
that date. 


Domestic Hides and Calf Skins 


The Minister of Materials was asked whether, in view of the 
difficult situation that had arisen in respect to the supply of domestic 
hides and calf skins with the consequent increase in the price of 
leather ; if he would take action to re-institute ceiling prices. 

Sir Arthur Salter replied, ‘‘ No, Sir.” Supplies of domestic hides 
and calf skins always declined at this season of the year, and current 
leather prices showed no advance on those at this time last year. 


MONDAY FEBRUARY 16 
Restrictions on Use of Nickel 


Asked when he proposed to alter the prohibited list of end uses 
for nickel so that British manufacturers were not at a disadvantage 
with other European manufacturers, the Minister of Supply, Mr. 
Duncan Sandys, replied that there was still not sufficient nickel to 
allow restrictions to be removed entirely. He was, however, consider- 
ing with the President of the Board of Trade what relaxations could 
safely be permitted. 


Tenders for Bulk Supplies of Motor Spirit 


Mr. Sandys was asked what tenders he received for bulk supplies 
in the United Kingdom, during 1951-52, of motor spirit ; how far 
these prices were competitive ; what was the quantity and cost of 
motor spirit supplied, and what action he was taking to ensure 
competitive tenders in future. 

He replied that it was not the practice to publish precise information 
about quantities and prices in Government contracts. However, in 
view of the fact that this matter had been referred to in the Report of 
the Comptroller and Auditor-General, he was prepared to inform the 
questioner that the tenders received were all at the maximum controlled 
prices less rebates for bulk supplies. He would continue to invite 
tenders from as wide a field as possible. 


Waste Paper for Newsprint 


The Minister of Materials was asked the highest percentage of 
waste paper utilized in the making of newsprint during the war ; and 
the percentage now utilized. He replied that during the war it was 
224 per cent. ; at present about 5 per cent. 


State Trading 


Asked how much of the £47 million loss on trading services and 
assistance to industry was incurred under contracts made before 
November 1, 1951, Sir Arthur Salter replied that the figure quoted 
was that of the estimated excess of cash payments over cash receipts, 
not the trading loss. Some proportion of the latter might be 
attributed to the contracts made before the date mentioned when 
world prices were generally higher than they had since been but it 
would not be feasible to attempt an analysis of the figure related to 
this factor in isolation. 

The Minister was also asked if he would give an undertaking that 
public trading by his department would cease directly contracts at 
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present in existence had been concluded. 

Sir Arthur Salter replied, ‘‘ No, Sir.’ Every case must be 
considered on its merits, and the existence of contracts was only one 
of the factors which had to be taken into account. 


Exports of Sheep Pelts 


Asked whether he was aware that free export of sheep pelts was 
likely to have a serious effect on the valuable export trade in sheep 
leather ; and whether steps would be taken to stop such exports, 
Sir Arthur Salter replied, ‘‘ No, Sir.” Exports of domestic woolled 
sheep skins and sheep pelts had been allowed since last autumn in 
order to ensure that a fair price was received for them in an open 
market, where they were sold on behalf of the Ministry of Food. 
Supplies of sheepskins had improved during the last twelve months, 
and British pelt tanners had free access, in competition with exporters, 
to the entire supply of skins available. 


Purchases of Egyptian Cotton 


Asked what steps it was proposed to take to increase our purchases 
of Egyptian cotton in the near future, Sir Arthur Salter replied that 
raw cotton was not purchased by Her Majesty’s Government but by 
the Raw Cotton Commission and by spinners who had chosen to buy 
their cotton themselves, either directly or through merchants. 
Purchases were, he understood, governed by normal commercial 
considerations, and in fact considerable stocks of this type of cotton 
were already available in the country. 


TUESDAY FEBRUARY 17 
Trade with Brazil 


A questioner asked the President whether, in view of the successful 
negotiation of a barter arrangement to permit the export of jet 
aeroplanes to Brazil in exchange for raw cotton, he would encourage 
a similar barter trade to enable British manufacturers of textile 
machinery to export to Brazil and thus relieve the serious unemploy- 
ment now prevailing in that industry. 

The Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. H. R. Mackeson, said that 
the Government’s general view remained as was stated on a number 
of occasions towards the end of last year—namely, that we did not 
think that barter and compensation deals would provide a solution 
to our problems. We did not therefore wish to encourage resort to 
them. On the other hand so long as there was no breach of import 
or export regulations or of exchange control requirements, there was 
no legal objection to barter deals and no question of Government 
intervention arose. 

Mr. Mackeson stated that no reduction in the Brazilian liabilities 
of the Export Credits Guarantee Department would accrue from the 
raw cotton and Meteor aircraft barter contract which had just been 
completed. 


Employment in Scotland 


The President was asked what plans he had for new industry for 
Shotts and district in view of the National Coal Board’s report that all 
but one of the pits in that area would be closed within the next 
10 years. 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Henry 
Strauss, replied that he understood that several pits in the Shotts 
area were expected to cease production within the next 10 years, but 
the National Coal Board were developing extensive deposits elsewhere 
in Scotland, where miners would be wanted. The President would 
carefully watch these developments and continue to encourage 
industrial expansion to provide sufficient employment in Shotts and 
areas nearby for those for whom suitable opportunities could not be 
found elsewhere. 
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Productivity Team’s Report 
on Plastics Moulding 


UTUAL UNDERSTANDING between worker and executive 
is cited as one of the reasons for greater productivity in an 
American industry by a Productivity Team from the corresponding 
British industry in the Report on the Plastics Moulding Industry. 


The Team, drawn from the managerial, technical and workshop 
levels of the industry, spent six weeks visiting American factories in 
February and March of last year under the auspices of the Anglo- 
American Council on Productivity (now British Productivity Council) 
and of the Mutual Security Agency. It was strongly impressed by 
the “ atmosphere.”” Neither worker nor executive regarded himself 
as in a class apart ; both were Americans. 


Size of orders is a definite factor in permitting the installation of 
costly equipment, especially in finishing the Report says. ‘The high 
living standards bring a high spending rate for the large population, 
but against this must be set the tendency for geographical areas such 
as New England, New York and the Middle West to develop their 
own moulding industry within correspondingly reduced markets. 
Broadly speaking, the Team found that very large orders do exist, 
but are less common than expected. 


Piece-work payment is less common in American than in British 
industry, but the Team does not think this difference has a significant 
effect on productivity. On the other hand, shorter meal breaks and 
more shift-working—with more extensive transport, entertainment 
and shopping facilities for shift-workers—exercise a definite influence 
towards higher output. The attitude to safety is fundamentally 
different in the two countries and while the American system has 
advantages, the Team does not believe its adoption here to be possible. 


The Report contains comprehensive chapters on the techniques of 
thermoplastic and thermosetting moulding, with many illustrations, 
including drawings of machinery, and graphs. 


The companies visited by the Team opened up their factories in a 
spirit of co-operation and on many occasions the discussions were

Industrial Recruitment and the Universities 


THE value of collaboration between the universities and industry is 
emphasized in the report, issued by the Federation of British 
Industries, on the Universities and Industry Conference, held at 
Ashorne Hill, Warwickshire, in October last year. 


The conference was the outcome of an earlier meeting, held in 1949, 
and took the form of reviewing progress made since 1949, and, in 
addition, consideration was given to the question of a programme of 
things to be done in the next few years to foster an even closer relation- 
ship between industry and the universities. ‘The report records the 
papers given at this second conference and summarizes the main 
points made in the papers, together with statements made during 
discussion at the conference. 


Among the points made at the conference was that industry must 
attract a larger proportion of those who possess high intellectual ability 
and of those who combine average ability with good qualities of 
personality. This can be achieved, it was stated, only if there is a 
better understanding of the true purpose of industry, of its vital 
importance to the nation and of the interest and satisfaction that it 
can offer to all who serve it in its higher ranks. Industry must, 
therefore, do much more to explain its nature and purpose to the 
nation, and to persuade potential entrants that it provides a purposeful 
career with opportunities for using good brains in essential work. 


The shortage of young engineering graduates was stressed and 
evidence was presented to show that as compared with other Western 
European countries, the number of men graduating in engineering at 
British universities was not adequate for the requirements of an 
industrial nation.

Raw Cotton Commission Appointment 


THE President of the Board of Trade and the Minister of Materials 
have appointed Mr. W. Fletcher to be a part-time member of the 
Raw Cotton Commission for a period of one year from March 1. 
Mr. Fletcher is Chairman and Managing Director of Asia Mill Ltd. 
He succeeds Mr. J. T. Porritt, whose term of service as a part-time 
member of the Commission will be completed on February 28. 


Import Duties Drawback Orde: 


THE TREASURY have made the Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 2) 
Order, 1953, which extends the scheme for the allowance of drawback 
of Customs duty paid on certain kinds of imported paper used in the 
manufacture of open-topped paper bags without flaps, to include 
paper bags which are closed except for a single opening of the valve 
type. 

The Order came into operation on February 20, and has been 
published as Statutory Instruments 1953, No. 213. 


Importation of Lettuce 


THE Minister of Agriculture and Fisheries has made Orders to be 
known as the Importation of Plants (Amendment) Order, 1953, and 
the Importation of Lettuce from Southern France (General Licence) 
Order, 1953 (S.I. 1953, Nos. 207 and 208, respectively). Both 
Orders come into operation on March 1, 1953. These Orders are 
concerned with the conditions under which lettuce may be imported 
into England and Wales. 

The first-named Order re-enacts the previous requirements relating 
to lettuce imported from countries outside Europe and makes new 
provisions relating to lettuce imported from Europe. For imports 
from Europe south of Latitude 46°N. during the period March 1 to 
October 15, a Form A Certificate (as set out in the Third Schedule 
to the Importation of Plants Order of 1947) is required. For imports 
from Europe north of Latitude 46°N. during the month of March a 
certificate of origin is required and during the period April 1 to 
October 15 a Form A Certificate is required. 

The General Licence relaxes for the month of March 1953 the 
requirements of the above Order relating to the importation of lettuce 
from France south of Latitude 46°N. by permitting a certificate of 
origin to be given instead of the Form A Certificate specified in the 
Importation of Plants Order of 1947. The relaxation given by this 
General Licence will, however, be withdrawn if Colorado beetles 
should be found on lettuce imported from France during March. 


B.O.A.C.’s Comet Service to Japan 


WHEN B.O.A.C. introduce their fourth Comet jetliner passenger 
service—between Britain and Japan—on April 3 next, the Corpora- 
tion’s present scheduled journey times to the Far East will be reduced 
by substantially more than one half—from 86 hours to 33} hours. It 
will be the fastest schedule air service ever operated between London 
and Tokio. This new service will be once-weekly in each direction 
until April 13, when it will be increased to two a week. The 10,000 
miles journey will be through Rome, Beirut (or Cairo), Bahrain, 
Karachi, Delhi, Calcutta, Rangoon, Bangkok, Manila and Okinawa. 


Gift Parcel Service to Indonesia 


THE Postmaster-General announces that gift parcels, not exceeding 
11 Ib. in weight and subject to the usual conditions applying to gift 
parcels for places abroad, may now be sent by surface mail to Indonesia. 
Full particulars may be obtained at any Post Office. 


First Aid for Machinery 


THE Department of Scientific and Industrial Research has issued the 
following advice for salving machinery which has been immersed 
in sea water. They say it is important to act straightaway for rusting 


in salt water is rapid. The advice applies to all kinds of agricultural 
machinery, factory machinery, domestic equipment, car engines, 
garage installations and so on. 

The machinery should be hosed down with fresh water to wash away 
salt and mud. This washing should te as thorough as possible. 
Fresh water should be sluiced over all internal surfaces wherever 


sea water has got in 

As dismantling is generally out of the question at this stage, after 
washing, equipment should be immersed in or sprayed with a water 
displacing fluid such as PX 10 of Specification CS 2060B. These 
fluids remove the water and coat the surface with a film of oil in one 
operation. The water may collect in hollows and crevices and must 
be removed in the best way possible. 

Water displacing fluid is available commercially and can be obtained 
through local oil merchants under various trade names. ‘l‘he 
following list may not be complete: Ensis 252: Ilo: Petrosol 33: 
TSD 469. 

‘Treatment after first aid will depend on the nature of the machinery 
itself. It is impossible to lay down rules. If water only was used in 
the first aid treatment, water displacing fluid should be applied. After 
this, and if the fluid was used originally, the machinery should be dealt 
with in detail, which may mean dismantling. Whether renovation 
or replacement is necessary will depend on the amount of corrosion. 
This is a matter for individual decision. 


DEFENCE SPECIFICATIONS 


THE Ministry of Defence have published amendment No. 1 to 
Defence Specification DEF/1013—Jacks, lifting, trolley or garage 
type, hydraulic, 24, 5, and 10 ton.

CODES OF PRACTICE 
Preservative Treatments for Timber Used in Buildings 


THE Council for Codes of Practice for Buildings has now issued in 
final form Code 112.100, ‘* Preservative Treatments for Timber used 
in Buildings.’ It deals with the preservation of timber by means of 
wood preservatives against fungal and insect attack and sets out 
recommendations for the structural use of preserved timbers in 
buildings. It does not deal with the protection of timbers against 
fire or mechanical damage, nor with the methods of minimizing the 
decay hazard of untreated timber by means of seasoning, ventilation 
and painting. 

The Code mentions the circumstances in which the use of 
preservative treatments against fungal and insect attack is desirable, 
and gives notes on the durability of the different species of timber. 
A description is given of varieties of wood-destroying fungi and of the 
various types of wood-destroying insects. ‘The effects of these forms 
of attack are also described.

The Code is also included in CP 112 (1952), ‘“‘ The structural 
use of timber in buildings,” which has been published at 10s. 6d. 


BRITISH STANDARDS 


Wood Door Frames and Linings 


B.S. 1567 for wood door frames and linings, first published in 
June 1949, has been revised to amend the specification for door frames 
with wing lights, as the window portion of such frames is now 
provided by windows and frames complying with B.S. 644, Part 1, 
** Wood casement windows.” 

Sizes of frames and linings in this revised edition are based on the 
actual net size of the doors for which they are intended. Diagrams 
showing the frames and the timber sections from which frames and 
linings are made have been re-arranged and revised, and tables of 
type and size references have been included. Price 4s. 


Determination of Breaking Load and Extension of Yarn 


B.S. 1932: 1953 specifies requirements for the determination, 
singly or together, of the breaking load and breaking extension of 
single threads of yarn by means of automatically controlled machines 
in which the applied load is increased at a predetermined steady rate. 
The rate of increased loads stipulated is such that the specified 
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minimum breaking load (or average breaking load as determined by 
peeliminary experiments) is reached in 20+ 3 seconds. ‘The 
specification also covers the drawing of a load/elongation diagram 
by means of an autographic attachment to the testing machine. This 
method has been found to give results which can be consistently 
reproduced in independent laboratories and testing houses. Price 2s. 


Aluminium Filler Alloys for Brazing 


B.S. 1942: 1953 for aluminium filler alloys for brazing is com- 
plementary to B.S. 1723, “ Brazing” and to B.S. 1845, “ Filler 
alloys for brazing (silver solders and brazing solders.)”’ 

The standard covers four types of aluminium alloy suitable for 
brazing a number of alloys complying with the series of British 
Standards for aluminium and aluminium alloys, namely B.S. 1470 to 
B.S. 1477, and B.S. 1490. 

Chemical composition and limits of impurities together with the 
form of material are specified, and the approximate melting ranges 
are given for information.

Flat Dies for Thread Rolling 


The production of screw threads specified in B.S. 1940: 1953 by 
the thread rolling process has developed along two parallel lines, the 
one using flat dies and the other circular dies or thread rolls as they 
are termed. Complementary British Standards have been prepared 
relating te the two methods, and this specification presents dimen- 
sional and accuracy requirements for flat dies, intended for the 
production of Unified, Whitworth and BA threads. ‘T'wo separate 
methods of production of the dies have been devised, one finishing 
the form by grinding, the other by milling, and the limits of tolerance 
on the thread forms in the specification refer to the former only. 

The accuracies pertaining to the various die faces and planes have 
been extended to the duplex form which has been widely adopted. 

Although much remains to be learnt about the process, research 
work being constantly carried out, it has been possible to give in an 
appendix some useful hints and tips to those seeking information on 
this fascinating production process, thus adding considerably to the 
popular appeal of the specification. Price 4s. 


Circular Dies for Thread Rolling 


B.S. 1947 : 1953 presents dimensional details and tolerances for the 
circular form of die, known as the thread roll, used for the production 
of threads by the rolling process. 

It relates to the type developed along parallel lines to the flat dies 
of which specification requirements are set forth in the complementary 
publication, B.S. 1946. ‘The thread form tolerances relate to Unified, 
Whitworth and BA threads and are intended for the production of 
threads to the close fit limits of the various systems, although an 
allowance for die wear is also included. Although not forming part of 
the actual specification, the information and production hints presented 
in the appendix will no doubt prove a popular part of the work in 
view of the sparseness of published data on thread rolling. It makes 
no claim to be an exhaustive survey of the process but will most 
certainly assist those whose problems sometimes assume formidable 
proportions.

Screw Threads and External Dimensions of Lamps for 
Endoscopic and Diagnostic Instrurnents 

B.S. 1929: 1953 has been prepared to promote the interchange- 
ability of lamp fittings for endoscopic and diagnostic surgical instru- 
ments. 

The standard defines the form of the screw thread and the essential 
dimensions of the lamps. ‘The specifications are such that existing 
instruments may be altered, at small cost, to comply with them.

Rising Competition in Sweden’s Favourable Market 


for United Kingdom Goods 


This article has been written for the Board of Trade Journal by the Counsellor (Commercial) at H. M. Embassy in 
Stockholm. The Commercial Relations and Exports Department, Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1., 
will be pleased to answer any questions arising from the article. 


OARD OF TRADE statistics show that in terms of value, Sweden 

had up to the end of October retained her position in 1952 as the 

United Kingdom’s best customer on the Continent of Europe. 
The figures also show that Sweden holds second place amongst 
European countries and eighth in the world as a source of supply to 
the United Kingdom. ‘Trade between the two countries in 1952 did 
not, however, reach the same high level as in 1951. 

In view of the decline in the total value of Sweden’s foreign trade, 
this development would not itself have been disturbing were it not 
for the fact that the United Kingdom’s share of Swedish imports 
fell to 14 per cent. during January-September 1952 compared with 
16 per cent. in 1951 and nearly 20 per cent. in 1950. Western 
Germany's share of Swedish imports on the other hand rose by over 
5 per cent. during the first nine months of 1952 compared with the 
whole of 1951 and the United Kingdom has now been replaced by 
Western Germany as Sweden’s most important source of supply. It 
is to be hoped that this trend can be reversed. 

The value of Sweden’s trade with her principal markets during the 
first nine months of 1952 compared with the corresponding period of 
1951 is shown in the following table :—

The contraction in the value of Sweden’s foreign trade in t952 was 
due to a combination of causes of which the recession in the Swedish 
textile market, the decline in import and export prices and cuts in 
overseas imports of staple Swedish commodities such as timber, pulp 
and paper were perhaps the most significant. No details of the 
volume of trade are available, but taken as a whole, it is unlikely that 
the decline in the level of import prices has been, or will be, accom- 
panied by an appreciable increase in the volume of Swedish imports, 
as the Swedish market has now entered a phase of stabilization and 


on the whole supply corresponds closer to demand than at any time 
since the war.

Expansion of Free-List 


During 1951 and the early part of 1952, Sweden built up a con- 
siderable credit with the European Payments Union, thanks mainly 
to the heavy demand and to the high prices paid for her timber, pulp 
and paper in O.E.E.C. markets. In spite of the check to Swedish 
exports following the imposition of restrictions by the United Kingdom, 
France and other of Sweden’s important customers, the Swedish 
authorities felt able in 1952, however, to expand their import free-list 
by stages so that by the end of the year 90 per cent. of Swedish imports 
from O.E.E.C. countries and their currency areas (on the basis of 
1948 figures) had been liberalized. 

Commodities still subject to Swedish import licensing which 
Swedish importers are particularly interested in obtaining from the 





United Kingdom include duplicating and lithographic inks, ships’ 
bottom paints, lacquers and varnishes, textile auxiliaries, linen and 
hemp fabrics, cordage, footwear, jewellery and precious stones, cars 
and motor cycles. 

The improvement in most sections of the Swedish textile mark-t, 
coupled with the fact that the bulk of textile imports are free-listed, 
should provide British manufacturers able to compete with textiles 
manufactured in Germany, Japan and elsewhere with the opportunity 
of increasing their exports to Sweden in 1953 and of reccvering some 
of the ground lost during the first nine months of 1952 when, compared 
with the same period in 1951, the United Kingdotn share of total 
Swedish textile imports fell from 26 per cent. to less than 20 per cent. 
Although Swedes no longer buy British cloth merely because it is 
British, Swedish appreciation of British woollen, worsted, and cotton 
fabrics is still nigh and there are also ready markets in Sweden for 
United Kingdom rayon and nylon fabrics, knitted wear, carpets, 
waterproof fabrics, women’s mantles and corsetry. Foreign com- 
petition, however, particularly from Western Germany, is strongly 
challenging British business in these lines. 


Scope for Machinery Sales 


The Swedish market continues to provide excellent opportunities 
for the sale of British machinery, particularly textile, printing and 
excavating machines, mechanical handling apparatus, tractors and 
steam-raising plant, but it is feared that, owing mainly to long delivery 
periods and unfavceurable prices, British exporters have lost ground 
in several of these branches to Western Germany during the past 
year ; the latter is rapidly retrieving her former position as Sweden’s 
foremost supplier of machinery and apparatus. Thanks mainly to 
the enforced absence of United States and German competition, the 
United Kingdom has gained an eminent share since the war of a 
rapidly expanding Swedish car market, Sweden ranking sixth in the 
world as importers of British cars. The return of normal demand 
conditions and the revival of the German car industry, however, means 
that United Kingdom manufacturers will now have less of their own 
way than hitherto in the Swedish market and only an energetic sales 
campaign, backed by close attention to the special Swedish conditions, 
by a high standard of workmanship, care in assembly and pre-shipment 
inspection, and by an adequate supply of spare parts will enable 
British cars to hold their own in this highly discerning market. 

Provided that prices are right and delivery periods short, Sweden 
should provide excellent scope in 1953 for British navigational aids, 
industrial electrical plant and switchgear, commercial and domestic 
electrical apparatus, including washing machines and _ portable 
wringers, also ironing machines and miscellaneous electronic equip- 
ment, With the prospect of full scale Swedish television within the 
next two years, British manufacturers of television equipment would 
be well advised to pay special attention to this market. Good 
opportunities also exist for United Kingdom producers of, amongst 
other things, plastic raw materials and semi-manufactures, film 
projectors and studio apparatus, photographic equipment including 
sensitized paper, X-ray film, silver-plated ware, industrial gloves and 
protective clothing, sports goods and toys and games. 

Swedish Government spokesmen have declared that one of the 
purposes in expanding the import free-list is to bring down prices 
through increased competition, 'The Swedish market, which is now 
more competitive than at any time since the war, may therefore 
become even more so in 1953 and if United Kingdom exporters wish 
to retain their share of Swedish business, they will have to pay much 
greater attention than in the past to the requirements of their cus- 
tomers. Although the revival of German industry must inevitably 
affect to some extent British exports to Swedish markets of goods 
which before the war were supplied mainly by Germany, it is regret- 
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table to have to record that some of the ground lost in Sweden during 
1952 by British exporters was undoubtedly due to their failure to 
appreciate fully Swedish market requirements and to some extent 
also to out-of-date and inefficient business methods. 


Adverse Publicity 


Criticism of British manufacturers and exporters has unfortunately 
not been limited to complaints made in confidence to United Kingdom 
commercial diplomatic and consular offices in Sweden ; publicity has 
been given in the Swedish press on more than one occasion recently 
to the injury Swedish goodwill for British goods is suffering as a result 
of such shortcomings as delayed and unreliable deliveries, failure to 
inform buyers in good time of delays, vague price quotations, late 
arrival of sample collections and refusal to adapt goods to meet the 
specific needs of the Swedish market. It is unfortunate that this 
adverse publicity also hits the many British firms whose business 
methods are exemplary. 

A common complaint amongst Swedish textile importers concerns 
the repeated failure of British manufacturers to send out sample 
collections in time to be taken by the traveller on his tour of the market. 
The omission of a shade card is also a frequent cause of annoyance 
and embarrassment to the agent or importer. Although in many 
fields of British export activity there has been some improvement in 
delivery dates in recent months, British delivery periods in most cases 
still compare unfavourably with West German offers. "The Swedish 
customer usually understands the reasons underlying distant delivery 
dates, but he can hardly be blamed for placing future orders elsewhere 
when the goods do not arrive by the date promised and no adequate 
reasons are given for the delay. Another frequent cause of complaint, 
particularly amongst textile importers, is that quotations are too often 
based on “‘ prices ruling on date of despatch.”” Swedish importers 
were forced to accept such terms during and after the war on account 
of the difficulty of procuring goods from other European sources. 

To-day, however, customers demand firm prices and importers are 
extremely reluctant to accept such vague price quotations, Importers 


GATT Committee Completes 


THE GATT Ad Hoc Committee for Intersessional Business met at 

Geneva from February 2 to 13 to examine the conditions under 
which the application of the Government of Japan to accede to the 
GATT could be pursued. The Committee had been instructed by 
the Contracting Parties at their Seventh Session held in the autumn 
of 1952 ‘ to undertake a detailed examination of the matters involved 
in this application ”’ and to report on them to the Contracting Parties. 
The meetings of the Ad Hoc Committee, which comprises the 
representatives of the following governments :—

were attended by observers representing other contracting parties and 
international organizations. The Government of Japan also sent 
observers who attended the meetings of the Committee. 


The Committee recognized the changes which had taken place in 
the conditions of Japanese production and export, and her heavy 
dependence on export trade. Some countries felt that the question 
of Japan’s accession raised no special problems for them. It was 
generally accepted that the Contracting Parties could not seek to 
prevent competition arising from genuine advances in the long-term 
efficiencies of production. The difficulties felt by certain countries 
arose from the fears of sudden flooding of certain markets with exports 
in circumstances producing violent disruption of trading conditions 
with serious adverse repercussions for large sectors of production. 
It was the general view that if additional safeguards were found 
necessary to meet special difficulties these should be of general 
application, so that Japan would be in a position to accede to the 
GATT with the same rights and obligations as any other contracting 
party. 

Discussion in the Committee turned largely on the adequacy and 
applicability to the circumstances envisaged of the provisions of the 
Article XIX escape clause which provides for emergency action in 
circumstances causing or threatening serious injury, and of Article 
XXIII under which the Contracting Parties can relieve a country 
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making contracts with hotels, restaurants and shipping companies are 
normally compelled to quote firm prices and as competition is so 
severe and profit margins too small to enable them to provide for the 
possibility of a price increase, they prefer to place their orders with 
continental manufacturers who invariably quote firm prices. Many 
agents, importers and distributors who are keen to buy British goods 
are despondent over the apparent nonchalance of British manufac- 
turers in considering the requirements of their Swedish customers. 
It is maintained that British firms all too often ignore the advice and 
instructions of their Swedish agents who know their markets thoroughly 
and who are usually in a position to offer some suggestions for adapting 
the product, and possibly also the normal business methods of 
exporters, to local trading requirements. 


Value of Personal Visits 


Most of the complaints mentioned above have been made by agents 
and importers who are genuinely keen to see an expansion of Anglo- 
Swedish trade and of imports in particular. If United Kingdom 
exporters would resolve to heed the warnings of their Swedish business 
friends, a further decline in the United Kingdom share of Swedish 
total imports may be prevented in 1953. It need hardly be pointed 
out, however, that the mere removal of possible grounds for complaint 
will by no means alone suffice to ensure a firm market for British goods 
in Sweden during the highly competitive times ahead. Not only 
must delivery dates be adhered to ; delivery periods must also be 
shortened ; not only must firm prices be quoted, these prices must 
also be fully competitive. 

Finally, it cannot be emphasized often enough that the Swedish 
market is highly responsive to the personal approach and as Swedish 
importers usually prefer to do business with manufacturers who 
maintain close personal contact with their Swedish markets, repre- 
sentatives of United Kingdom firms are urged to pay more frequent 
visits to Sweden to study local conditions and requirements, thereafter 
returning home to adapt their goods, services, and sales conditions 
accordingly. 


Report on Accession of Japan 


from obligations under the Agreement in a situation which is held to 
impede the attainment of the Agreement’s objectives. 

There was discussion as to whether the procedures under Article 
XXIII would operate quickly enough to meet the possible need for 
adequate safeguards in an emergency situation. ‘To meet this possible 
need the Committee has suggested that the Contracting Parties 
should establish an emergency procedure under which, if the Contract- 
ing Parties failed within thirty days to decide whether emergency 
action was necessary and if so what measures might appropriately 
be taken, the country which had resorted to the provisions of Article 
XXIII would be free to act pending a decision of the Contracting 
Parties on the issue. 

The Intersessional Committee was also instructed by the Contract- 
ing Parties to consider the timing of tariff negotiations with a view 
to Japanese accession. On this point the Committee felt that it was 
not in a position to make any specific recommendations at this time. 
The Committee noted in this connection that in the view of certain 
members the question of the accession of Japan could not be isolated 
from other major tariff issues which would have to be considered 
before the end of 1953, such as the desirability of further tariff 
negotiations between the present contracting parties and the question 
of the extension of the assured life of the tariff concessions agreed 
upon at Geneva, Annecy and Torquay. A substantial majority of 
the Committee felt that the inevitable adjustments in trade which 
would follow from the accession of Japan to the General Agreement 
could be more easily made in conditions of expanding world trade 
which would be facilitated by a further general lowering of tariff 
barriers involving appropriate contributions by major trading 
countries. While the linking of these various problems to the negotia- 
tions with Japan might imply some delay in the negotiations with 
that country, it was felt that this would not be substantial and would 
be more than compensated by the additional advantages to be derived 
from the wider scope of the general negotiations contemplated. 
The results of the Committee’s discussions, which do not at this 
stage involve commitments by Governments, will now be com- 


municated to the contracting parties with a view to arriving as soon 
as possible in special session at decisions as to the conditions under 
which the accession of Japan should be proceeded with and as to the 


nature and timing of the tariff negotiations.

The provisions of the Agreement remain unchanged. On the 
Netherlands side, the Agreement contains an undertaking to grant 
freely all necessary facilities for the importation of cattle from the 
Irish Republic and also provides a number of quotas for goods of 
the Irish Republic which have not been liberalized by Holland. 
These goods are blankets and rugs, woollen, cotton and knitted 
garments, ties and scarves, ropes and cordages, footwear, leather, 
glass containers, acid oil, smoking pipes, plasterboard, toys, smoked 
salmon, seeds, shellfish and prune wine. There are no restrictions 
in Holland on other goods which the Irish Republic exports. 

Most Netherlands products are admissible to the Irish Republic 
without import restriction and the Agreement does not, therefore, 
provide special quotas for Netherlands goods. 


Belgo-Luxembourg Economic 


Union and Spain 


HE® MAJESTY’S Embassy in Brussels have forwarded a copy of 
the text of a trade agreement between Belgo-Luxembourg Economic 
Union and Spain which was signed at Brussels on December 18, 1952. 
The agreement came into effect retroactively on October 1, 1952, 
and is valid for one year from that date, unless prolonged by tacit 
consent. 

It is provided that 15 per cent. of the proceeds of Spanish sales to 
the B.L.E.U. shall be used for the purchase of non-essential goods. 
These will include agricultural and horticultural products, photo- 
graphic and pharmaceutical products, chemical products (except 
fertilizers and technical nitrate products) and quinine salts and 
vegetable products (except cotton) from the Congo. The Spanish 
authorities will issue licences for the import of goods into the Canary 
Islands to the value of 15 million Belgian francs or one-quarter of the 
proceeds of the sale of Canary Islands dried fish to the Belgian Congo 
and Ruanda Urundi, whichever is the less. Provision is also made 
for the issue of licences up to a value of 5 million B.F. for B.L.E.U. 
participation in the Barcelona and Valencia International Trade Fairs 
in 1955. 

The Belgian authorities will authorize the import of most Spanish 
fruit and vegetables without quantitative restriction, either all the 
year or between certain dates.

Indonesia and Hungary

The Trade Agreement provides for the export from Hungary to 
Indonesia of machinery, metal products, transport and electrical 
articles, pharmaceuticals and various chemical products, textiles, 
and miscellaneous articles. Indonesia’s exports to Hungary will 





include tea, coffee, vegetable oils, tin, rubber, copra and other raw 
materials.

Control of Proceeds of Exports in 


Portuguese Monetary Area 


DETAILS were published in the Board of Trade Journal on 

November 22, 1952 (page 1015), regarding the application of 
Portuguese Decree~-Law No. 38,659 whereby a certain percentage 
of the proceeds of exports of certain goods from the Portuguese 
monetary area to the monetary areas of member countries of the 
European Payments Union was to be blocked. 

Her Majesty’s Representative in Lisbon now reports the publication 
of a Ministerial Decision of January 28, 1953, providing that the 
goods mentioned in the Ministerial Decision of November 4, 1952 
(and listed in the Board of Trade Journal notice mentioned above) 
shall continue to be subject to the provisions of the Decree-Law in 
1953 with the exception of cocoa and timber in bulk which are now 
completely exempted. 


Portugal 
Exemption from Import Duties 


HER MAJESTY’S Representative in Lisbon reports the publication 
of Decree No. 39095 of January 29, 1953, extending to cotton which 
entered the country up to September 30, 1952, the provisions of 
Decree No. 38612 which provided that raw cotton of foreign origin 
imported into Portugal up to January 31, 1952, and eventually 
employed under the control of the Regulating Commission for Raw 
Cotton in the manufacture of goods for export, should be exempt 
from import duties. 
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Australian Import Relaxations 


ELEGRAPHIC information has been received from the United 

Kingdom Senior Trade Commissioner at Canberra of the details 
of the import relaxations, announced by the Australian Minister for 
Trade and Customs on February 17. 


Details of Australian import licensing arrangements were published 
in the Board of Trade Journal on March 22, 1952, pages 617-622, as 
subsequently amended. It is now announced that importers’ quotas 
under category A will be raised to 70 per cent., and under category 
B to 30 per cent., of imports during the base year, July 1, 1950 to 
June 30, 1951. 


In addition, the following goods will be licensed freely, subject to 
delivery within twelve months :— 

Stud stock, seeds, tinplate, cheese bandages and cheese cap 
material, sulphate of ammonia, bullion, crude rubber, pulp 
for paper manufacture, fruit wrapping paper, crude asbestos, 
nitrate of soda and manures, rock phosphate, abrasive materials, 
raw cotton, mercury, greasy and scoured wool. 


The quota for the following goods has been raised to 100 per cent. 
of imports during the base year :— 

White flannelette, milling silk, synthetic resins, oils etc., for 
paint manufacture, crude drugs, fresh smoked dried and frozen 
fish, mosquito netting, bookbinders’ cloth. 

The quota for linoleum has been raised to 70 per cent. of imports 
during the base year. 

The quota for the following goods, previously classified in category 
A, has been raised to 80 per cent. of imports during the base year :— 

Flavouring esters and aldehydes, raw coffee and chicory, cocoa 
beans and shells, cocoa butter, window holland, knitted or 
lockstitched fabric for manufacture of women’s dress gloves, 
braids and hoods for hat making, hand pieces for sheep shearing 
machines, adding and computing machines, typewriters and 
cash registers, graphite, match splints, packings (other than 
asbestos), floats, fish hooks, fishing and rabbit nets, twine for 
netting, dental materials, dental and surgical instruments and 
appliances, electrosurgical units. 

All the foregoing relaxations will take effect from April 1, 1953. 

In his statement, the Minister for Trade and Customs added that 
the improvement in Australia’s balance of trade which had made 
these relaxations possible would also be reflected in the licensing 
treatment afforded to goods subject to administrative control.

In Appendix B to the Notice appearing in the Board of Trade Journal on 
November 29, 1952 (page 1062) two items were shown in the same form as 
published in the Indian Public Notice No. 118-I.T.C. (P.N.)/52, and it 
was stated that confirmation of the description was being sought. 
For those two items the following should now be substituted :— 
For “ copper acetoarsenate "’ read “ copper acetoarsenite.”’ 
For “ 2, 4, 5-T Butoxy ethanol, its esters and salts ” read “‘ 2, 4, 5-Trichlore- 
phenoxyacetic acid, its butoxy ethanol ester, other esters and salts.” 
In addition, for the word “ Tetraetnyltetraphosphate " appearing in 
item 5 of the list of Insecticides, substitute the words “‘ Tetra ethyl pyro- 
phosphate.” (Public Notice No. 22-1.T.C.(P.N.)/53 of February 7, 1953.) 


Validity of Licences for Seasonal Goods 

It has been represented that hand-knitting wool, woollen fabrics and 
blankets and rugs (falling under Serial Nos. 178, 186, 187, 191, 192 and 204 
of Part IV of the I.T.C. Scheduie) are seasonal goods required before the 
commencement of the winter season and as such the period of validity of 
licences for such goods should be limited to a fixed date. 

It has, therefore, been decided that all licences granted for these items 
would expire on September 30, 1953, irrespective of date of issue. (Public 
Notice No. 23-1.T.C.(P.N.)/53 of February 17, 1953.) 


Glass Building Blocks (Serial No. 238 of Part IV of the I.T.C. Schedule) 

It has been represented that glass building blocks have not been imported 
in the past in any appreciable quantity and very few internal dealers will be 
able to satisfy the condition of the prescribed minimum turnover required 
to apply for licences as Newcomers. It has, therefore, been decided that 
in addition to applications from dealers in glass building blocks, applications 
from dealers in the articles of building and engineering materials, not 
otherwise specified (falling under Serial No. 238/IV) will also be considered 
for the import of glass building blocks, provided the minimum annual 
turn-over of all the articles under Serial No. 238 is not less than Rs. 100,000. 
(Public Notice No. 25-I.T.C.(P.N.)/53 of February 17, 1953.) 


Hydrazide of Isonicotine Acid 

Established importers and manufacturers of drugs and medicines who 
wish to import hydrazide of isonicotinic acid are required to make application 
in the prescribed form and manner so as to reach the licensing authority 
on or before February 28, 1953. 

Not more than 10 per cent. of the licence when issued will be allowed 
to be utilized for the import of the drug in tablet or other than powder 
form. 90 per cent. must be utilized for the import of the drug in powder 
form in bulk for tableting. It has also been decided to allow limited 
imports of the drug in the form of ampoules only. Applications from 
importers possessing necessary licences under the Drugs Act will be 
entertained, 

One of the important considerations in dealing with the applications will 
be the price quotation at which goods will be imported. Special considera- 
tion will be given to those importers who are able to get the goods at the 
lowest price which will be specified in the licences and no increase in that 
price will be allowed under any circumstances. 

Manufacturers who wish to import raw materials for the manufacture 
of hydrazide of isonicotinic acid can also apply for import of raw materials 
needed for this purpose. Other things being equal, preference will be given 
to those who wish to way: basic raw materials instead of intermediates. 
(Public Notice No, 26-1.T.C.(P.N.)/53 of February 5, 1953.)

Indonesian Foreign Exchange 
Regulations 


HE Board of Trade have been informed by the Commercial 

Counsellor in Djakarta that the Indonesian Foreign Exchange 
Regulations that came into force on August 12, 1952, have now been 
amended. Under decrees made on, and effective from, January 22, 
1953, all imports into Indonesia are now divided into five classes, 
A, B.I, B.II, C and D. 

The import of List A goods will take place as usual, but goods in 
List B.I, will require the purchase of an Inducement certificate 
costing 33} per cent. of their c.i.f. price, goods in List B.II, a certificate 
costing 100 per cent. and goods in List C a certificate costing 200 per 
cent. For goods in List D no foreign exchange will, in principle, 
be made available.
